Big Development Progran 


Work of an extensive character, in- 
volving the expenditure of upwards 
of three-quarters, of a million dollars, 
is being undertaken by the Pacific 
Gas and Electric Company in Oak- 
land and vicinity in providing means 
for an additional supply of electric 
energy to the consumers of Oakland 
and East Bay cities, when the great 
hydro-electric . developme2ts now in 
process of construction on the Pit 
river, in Shasta county, are com- 
pleted. 

The electricity generated upon the 
Pit river will be brought across 
country by a high voltage transmis- 
sion line over 200 miles in length to 
a hew distributing sub-station in 

Yaca valley, mot far fre 
ville, from which point the electrical 
energy will be reduced in voltage. 

At this sub-station special ma- 
chinery. will be provided to regulate 
the voltage and switching equipment 
arranged so that from this Vaca Sub- 
station the electric energy will be 
sent. on its errand of usefulness iD 
various directions. 


The lines leading into Oakland 
from Vacaville will be rebuilt, steel 
towers being provided for these new 
lines, which will lead into Oakland 
through Cordelia substation near Sui- 
sun, thence across Carquinez Straits 
over the great towers to South Tow- 
er on the Contra Costa hills above 
Port Costa, and then on to a new 
receiving station to be erected in 
the vicinity of Lake Temescal in the 
hills back of, Oakland, which re- 
ceiving station will: be called the 
Claremont Substation. 


The program is a big ome and 
with work being started at this time, 
will take one year -for its comple- 
tion, but the Pacific Gag and Elec- 
tric Company realizes that its duty 
is to go forward and be ready to 
meet the constantly growing de 
mand for power. °“We must be ahead 
of the demand and not behind it;
